I was a strong supporter of Gen. Mar-
maduke, and feit that I had.a right to
add my mite toward securing the ap-
pointment of a good man, and wrote
the Governor asking a consideration of
my choice, but when I found Wear
was going to be appointed, irrespective
of all petitions and recommendations,
I wrote to Senator Yancey asking him
to call on the Governor and say to him
that the people of this Circuit would
be satisfied with any other name pre-
sented but Wear. But it seems he pre-
ferred to take the advice of a Supreme
Judge and a Jefferson City editor,
neither of whom ever set foot in this
Circuit to that of the people dirpctly
interested, and I for one, say it is an
outrage. With the evidence of unfit-
ness for the position against Wear that
the Governor had before him he at
least ought to have investigated the
matter thoroughly and let the whole
truth come out, but as be did not do it,
I predict for the balance of his term, a
slow go so far as Southeast Missouri is
concerned.

The Outlook For Wheat.

Some two months ago or more the
Republican sounded the alarm con-
cerning the wheat prospects in the
great grain-growi- ng region iu the West
and especially on the plains of Kansas
The ravages of the Hessian fly were
shown to be of an alarming character
And now come seemingly well authen
ticated reports of considerable damage
by winter killing. These reports pos
sibly are exaggerated. Probably they
are. The gi anger is proverblv de
spondent touching his crop prospects,
and it is safe to conclude that the pres-
ent accounts are exaggerated. More
than the usual loss from winter killing
was not anticipated. In fact it was
thought tne winter in spite of the st
vere freezing was rather favorable to
the wheat plant as there had been an
abundance of snow, and this warm
covering had remained on the ground
almost continuously. Still it would be
safe to infer that the loss from winter
killing will not prove exceptionally
disastrous. The reports are too 'oncur- -
rent and from too widely spread locali
ties not to establish the inference that
the damage will be ver' considerable
In addition to the loss from the Hessian
fly and from winter-killin- g, the latter
largely resulting most prohaoly from
the attack of the former that hav
caused the plant to become weak him
diseased even where it was not killed
outright, is to be taken into account
the fact that to a very considerable per
cent, there has been a diuiinu'ion of
the surface planted to wheat. Unless
there is a markeo increase m th s -
ing of spring wheat the product of the
wheat harvest this seas n will very nifc

diminished. This cannot he
expected io Kansas as the farmers of
that state long since gave up spring
wheat growing owing to the swift de-
struction by the chinch-bu- g that fo-
llows. The spring wheat field is a
great breeder of this pistiferous and
mal dorous little insect, and the adja
cent corn held is sure to suffer from
the burrow he has made iu the wheat
field. Upon the whole we must con
clude that the yield of wheat from our
Western wheat fields at best will be
considerably less than the product of
either 1883 or 1884. But as to the real
loss that may be expected it is well at
present to suspend judgment, as warm
rains during the next ten days through-
out Kansas and Missouri will very ma-
terially improve the appearance of our
Western wheat fields. Jiepublican.
